FPL to close customer 
service office in Glades

Florida Power & Light will 
close their customer service 
office in Belle Glade in October. 

Representatives for the com- 
pany addressed the South Bay 
Commission Tuesday night and 
said they want the city to take 
over the job of collecting elec- 
tric payments. 

Pahokee officials have 
already agreed to be a pay sta- 
tion and officials in Belle Glade 


will be approached soon to ask 
for their approval. 

Mel Chaney, customer service 
superintendent for FPL said 
the closing of offices is happen- 
ing throughout the company's 
service area. 

FPL has contracted: with 
Eckerds Drugs Stores across 
the state to take over the ser- 
vice. But, Mr. Chaney said, 
since the Glades has no Eck- 
erds Drug Stores, they are ask-

robbing Royal's

A Belle Giade man was 
arrested and charged with bur- 
glary to a business, grand 
theft, loitering and prowling 
and resisting arrest with vio- 
lence after an incident last 
week. 

Officers say they saw Israel 
Hester in front of Royal's Incor- 
porated at 324 S.W. 16th 
Street, Belle Glade about 3 
a.m, on July 28 with two new 
bicycles and a 50-foot extension 
cord on a reel. 

Patrolman James Dingle 
attempted to arrest Hester for 
loitering and prowling when he 
said Hester began to fight to 
keep from being handcuffed. 

Another officer, Patrolman 


Eli Cano, assisted in the arrest 
with his K-9 dog Henny. 

K-9 Henny accidentally bit 
Patrolman Dingle on the hand 
during the struggle. 

Officers later found that a 
storage room in the back of 
Royal's warehouse had been 
broken into. A padlock had 
been pried off the door. 

Employee C.J. Royal was 
called to the business and he 
said the bicycles and extension 
cord were stolen from the stor- 
age shed. 

Hester was taken to the 
Palm Beach County Jail and 
booked. Bond was set at 
$1,000, The recovered bicycles

Male retreat held at Pelican Lake Restoration of Ever- 
glades is underway

Concerned Black Men of the 
Glades held the first annual 
Male Retreat at Pelican Lake 
Sugar Camp in Pahokee Fri- 
day, July 27-Sunday, July 29. 

Approximately 187 students 
from Lake Shore Middle 
School, Gladeg Central and 
Pahokee High School, ranging 
from grades seven through12 
attended the camp. 

The program was the brain 
child of Al Royal, Eddie 
Rhode’, Michael Jackson, Eli- 
jah Thomas, Juan and Willie 
Pyfrom and is targeted for trou- 
bled youths, who may not have 
male role models in their 
homes. This program is an out- 
growth of Lifelong Solutions 
for Male Students that was 
started at Lake Shore Middle 
School. 

But Concerned Black Men of 


the Glades is a private effort 
and not associated with Life- 
long Solutions for Male Stu- 
dents or the Palm Beach Coun- 
ty School Board. 

"This is an attempt by black 


men in the community to stress 


the value of role models, educa- 
tion, scholarship and de- 
emphasizing athletic achieve - 
ment. Kids have other skills 
and talents, said quan Pyfrom. 

Richard Ramsey, prineiple of 
Lake Shore Middle School also 
agreed. 

As black men we need to be 
role models and one way is to 
be directly involved with the 
kids like we are at this camp," 
Ramsey said. 

Donations helped to make the 
camp a reality. 

US Sugar donated the facili- 
ties at Pelican Lake Sugar 
Camp and approximately 55 
adult vohinteers*donated their 


valuable time. 

The events at the camp 
ineluded a talent show, movies, 
athletic activities-- basketball 
and volleyball. 

Also, guest speakers spoke at 
the camp on topics concerning 
peer pressure, black history 
and the importance of an edu- 
cation. 

The camp is only a start for 
Concerned Black Men of the 
Glades. 

‘The group is planning to hav- 
ing a monthly event for area 
youths, but plans will not be 
finalized. until August 4. 
Richard Ramsey said the group 
is definitely planning a trip to 
Orlando or Tampa in Septem- 
ber. 

"The only way these kids are 
lost is if the older generation 
gives up on them,” said Juan

Construction of the 1,400 
mile Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Project 
altered natural overland water 
sheetflow into the Everglades. 
Earlier this year, the U.S, 
Army Corps of Engineers -- 
which- built the system -- 
announced a $500,000 study to 
begin looking at a possible com- 
plete overhaul of the project to 
restore more natural water 
deliveries to the Everglades. 

Mercury contamination. Mer- 
cury has been detected in Ever- 
glades fish in significant levels, 
prompting the state to issue a 
fish consumption warning in 
1989. The state Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) is spearheading efforts 
to identify the source (s) of mer- 
cury. The federal Enyironmen- 
tal Protection Agency is also 
proposing an-intensive, multi- 
year study to determine the 
extent of contamination and 
identify conditions that favor 
high mercury levels in fish. The 
district is cooperating with both 
state and federal efforts.

In 1992, the district's govern- 
ing board approved a compre- 
hensive Everglades clean-up 
plan called the Surface Water 
Improvement and Management 
(SWIM) Plan, which outlined 
long term restoration and pro- 
tection programs. While all the 
above elements were 
addressed, the most widely dis- 
cussed component of the plan 
was the agricultural clean-up 
that included developing 35,000 
acrés of constructed wetlands, 
known as Stormwater Treat-

selected six new day programs to be opened for 
the fall term. 

The business department has diversified to 
allow students to select courses that will provide 
skills to meet specific job categories. 

The new programs are being offered in addi- 
tion to those alreatly in place: bookkeeping, data 
entry operations, and word processing/machine 
transcription. 

Business Administration Operations is an 
advanced course that prepares students to 
become proficient in planning, organizing and 
controlling of a business. Instruction allows indi- 
viduals to advance in the area of business 
administration and is highly recommended as 
supplemental training for persons already hav- 
ing clerical background. 


procedures and shorthand. 

The Computer Operations Program prepares 
students for employment as computer operators 
or data processing clerks. 

Also offered is the Receptionist and Communi- 
cations Systems Operation Program, that pre- 
pares students for employment as receptionists, 
general office assistants and information clerks, 

New technical and industrial programs open- 
ing fall term are Diesel Engine Mechanics. This 
course trains students to be diesel mechanics for 
all types of diesel engines, including buses and 
trucks. 

The Major Appliance and Refrigeration Repair 
Program provides skills for employment as a 
home service technician or appliance service rep- 
resentative. The repair and servicing of all 
major appliances are included in the curriculum. 

New evening programs being offered are Blue 
Print Reading/Welding, Small Gas Engines and 


Electronics.

-ment Areas, to clean stormwater runoff before 
it entered the Everglades. 

A number of lawsuits were filed over this plan, 
primarily from agricultural interests which are 
expected to fund clean-up programs. 

In late 1992, to avoid costly and time-delaying 
litigation, parties involved in Everglades 
restoration agreed to hire a mediator to help 
resolve differences. In early 1993, a technical 
working group comprised of representatives 
from the various governmental, agricultural, 
environmental and other interests participating 
in mediation developed a "mediated Everglades 
restoration plan.” 

This plan expands upon fhe. original clean-up 
plan as embodied in the Ev@tglades SWIM Plan 
providing all the original benefits - plus some 
additional ones including improved hydroperiod, 
greater stormwater treatment, and flood protec- 
tion for western Palm Beach County. 

On July 13, the district press release states, 
after months of discussion, a "statement of prin- 
ciples” was announced in the mediation process, 
outlining broad goals for a $465 million restora- 
tion plan. 

Funding allocations, a special trust fund, and 
development of procedures to assure the pro- 
gram is enforceable were included. A 90-day 
stay of litigation was requested so parties could 
iron out details of this program.

How soon will restoration begin? 

Some programs are already under way. The| 
district has an active melaleuca control pro- 
gram; has been working with DEP to find the 
source(s) of mercury contamination, is currently, 
conducting research studies and has future] 
research efforts planned - many of which are 
joint initiatives with Everglades national Park: 
will finish construction shortly of a nearly 3,900-| 
acre constructed wetland to begin treating agri- 
cultural runoff water before it enters the Ever- 
glades, has established a regulatory program| 
with growers in the EAA to implement Bes 
Management Practices (BMPs) to reduce phos- 
phorus amounts on site; and is assisting the| 
Corps of Engineers in its multi-year project to} 
evaluate and then modify the 1,400-mile canal 
system to improve water deliveries to the Ever- 
glades. 

How much and who pays? 

According the the district press release, the 
mediated plan will cost $465 million: South 
Florida's agricultural industry will provide up to 
$322 million over 20 years with financial incen- 
tives available for phosphorus-reduction pro- 
grams; the district will provide approximately} 
$22 million per year by raising its ad valorem| 
millage rate by 1/10 of a mill -- or approximately} 
$10 per household. State and federal govern- 
ments also will contribute funding.

BBB survey ranks work-at-home 


schemes as top consumer concern 


According to a survey of the 
nation's Better Business 
Bureaus, work-at-home schemes 
are perennial problems, but 
have been unusually trouble- 
some recently as consumers 
turn to these supposed job 
opportunities as an income 
source in a weak economy. 

The survey results were 
released at a recent U.S. Sen- 
ate work-at-home and business 
opportunity scams. 

Work-at-home advertise- 
ments usually are nothing more 
than ploys set up by the adver- 
tiser to sell information to 
unsuspecting consumers lead- 
ing them to believe they can 
begin their own successful busi- 
ness from their home. No actu- 
al employment is offered. 

Last year our ‘Bureau 
responded to 1,654 inquiries on 
work-at-home schemes. Nation- 
wide that figure topped 
176,000," said Ron Stephens, 
president of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau serving Palm 
Beach, Martin and St. Lucie 
counties. "But despite warnings 
and on-going education efforts, 
consumers are continually 
lured by false promises of huge 
profits for easy, at-home work." 


offered by work-at-home compa- 
nies are for stuffing envelopes. 
In fact, 96 percent of the 
Bureaus that responded to the 


survey regularly advise con- 


sumers on the pitfalls of envel- 
op-stuffing opportunities. 

Other popular fraudulent 
offers include assembling 
crafts, tracing unclaimed funds, 
reading books for pay, and sell- 
ing lists and directories of 
work-at-home opportunities. 

The survey showed the 
largest group victimized by the 
scam is stay-at-home mothers. 
Other home-bound groups par- 
ticularly vulnerable to work-at- 
home promotions include senior 
citizens and persons with dis- 
abilities. 

Ninety-three percent of the 
Bureaus surveyed said that 
work-at-home offers appear in 
classified ads, often in free 
weekly newspapers. Many 
Bureaus noted that the ads are 
not placed by local companies. 

Instead, companies advertise 
in different states than where 
they are located to escape the 
scrutiny of local law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

Other, less-common methods 
of promotion include direct 
mail, cable television and direc- 


tories of work-at-home opportu- [ 
nities, 

Despite receiving thousands 
of inquiries and complaints 
annually, law enforcement offi- 
cials rarely crack down on the 
operators that run the scams, 
because the amount of money 
involved is relatively insignifi- 
cant. 

Only 23 percent of BBBs 
report any actions taken by law 
enforcement agencies, usually 
citing crack-down efforts by the 
U.S. Postal Inspection Service. 

While consumers who send 
away for craft assembly kits ` 
may lose fees of hundreds of 
dollars, the majority of work-at- 
home scheme victims lose 
under 840. 

The BBBs report that those 
victims who take the time to 
complain often receive their 
money back, if the company is 
still in business. 

"If a consumer has lost money 
to a work-at-home scheme, we 
encourage them to file a com- 
plaint with the BBB, Stephens 
said. "More important though, D 
we recommend consumers 
check out the company before 
doing business with it. Our 
motto is to investigate before 
you invest.”
